Thousands of dollars may he paid out 
bv Johns Manville here to survivors of 
workers who unknowingly died of 
asbestos-related diseases, 
including 
asbestosis and several kinds of cancer 
Dr David K Parkinson of the State 
Department of Health said this week 
that he and Dr Lawrence Hart of Santa 
Barbara County health care services are 
* chasing down all the death certificates 
we can get our hands on 
of men who 
worked at Johns-Manville and died from 
diseases caused bv their exposure to 
asbestos which has been used at the 
Lompoc plant since 1951 


This is being done tor one reason that 
being to inform the workers survivors 
they are eligible to tile workmen s com 
pensation claims against J-M on behalf 
of their late husbands and fathers 


The doctors are taking the action at 
the request of the Chemical Workers 
I ’mon Local 146 at J M which has made 
a number of allegations about the use of 
asbestos at J M and the medical atten­ 
tion provided bv company doctors

There has been some 
evidence that asbestos was involved in 
some of the deaths * 
Currently* the union knows of only one 
former worker who has filed and won a 
compensation claim against J-M because 
ot .*n asbest os-induced disability Still 
living he is Leon Garcia (see story this 
page * 
One former employe Glen Harter of 
438 South K St 
tiled an unsuccessful 
claim in 1973 and former worker Orland 
Calhoun of Lompoc is presently involved 
in a claim 
The Record has learned that one 
emplove who died of mesothelioma in 
1969 settled out of court for a compensa­ 
tion of $20 OOO in 1968 
Mesothelioma a lethal type of cancer 
is exclusively caused bv asbestos 
According to Tom McCall, a J-M 
employe and tonner union president 


There have been plenty of compensa­ 
tion claims against J-M but none for 
asbestos lentil a few years ago no one 
thought of it 
The union claims that the workers 
were not informed bv the company as to 
the (tongers ot asbestos until the early 
I97ik J M states to the Record that in 
1967 the company began “ an education 
program aimed at asbestos employes 
which informed them of the possible 
health hazards as they were known to ex­ 
ist .it that time, based on the most con­ 
clusive medical data available 
J-M lui'- told the Record that it will not 
comment on any union charges. 
Dr Parkinson said steps will be plan­ 
ned to investigate union complaints in a

Familiar 
figure 
retires

The familiar figure of 79- 
year-old Carl Sides sitting on a 
bench in serene solitude in front 
of the high-fronted building 
housing his three-quarters-of-a- 
century-old Sides Hardware 
Store is now a thing of the past 
Sides, known familiarly to his 
Los Olivos neighbors and 
generations of hardw are 
customers in the Santa Ynez 
Valiev as Carl, has retired 
With little ceremony and fan­ 
fare Sides picked up his mail at 
the Los Olivos postoffice 
yesterday morning, bid adieu to 
a few friends and left with his 
sister Mrs Andv (Doris Sides) 
Young to make his home with 
the Youngs in Ojai 
The departure of Carl Sides 
from the tranquil setting of Los 
Olivos thus marks the end of 
another era in the life of the 
town 
The names of Carl Sides and 
Los Olivos are synonymous 
The Sides store was begun in 
1901. only 15 vears after the 
founding of the town which was 
to gain early Santa Barbara 
County fame as a stagecoach 
stop and later a narrow gauge 
railroad terminus 
Milburn Sides. Carl s father. 
built the original, one-story 
structure along what is now 
Alamo Pintado Avenue just 
east of the flagpole in the 
center of town In 1914 Milburn 
Sides renovated the building 
and added a second story 
For many vears the building 
was known, in addition to Sides 
Hardware, as Sides Hall The 
upper story with its large 
meeting room was the setting 
for many a Saturday night 
dance and community gather­ 
ing 
The upper level served for 
several years as the firs t 
meeting place of the Santa 
Ynez Valiev Masonic l.odge and 
Order of Eastern Star 
During his years in the 
business. Milburn Sides sold 
shoes, harness equipment and 
leather With the death of his 
father in 1923. Carl Sides as­ 
sumed operation of the store 
and with the exception of the 
past vear or so when he had 
been in ill health, Carl has been 
on duty at the store six days a 
week for about 53 years 
Sides once noted that the 
hardware store never produced 
an overwhelming, 
rushing 
business The boom expected in

Los Olivos with the coming of 
the narrow gauge railway and 
the laving out of the town by 
the railroad company never 
materialized, he commented 


Both the exterior and interior 
of the store building and its dis­ 
play cases are reminiscent of a 
page from the past 


The frame structure’s ex­ 
terior is covered with painted 
and embossed metal sheets and 
the interior walls and high ceil­ 
ing are covered with tongue and 
grove redwood oiled at one time 
and now burnished to a soft red­ 
dish glow 


Hows of rounded glass dis­ 
play cases line the front of the 
store beyond the entranceway 
and lining the walls and shelves 
is a variety of merchandise 
some of the modem day and 
some not as contemporary 


Commanding a prominent 
place at the front store is a huge 
floor safe embossed in gold 
with the name “ M ilburn 
Sides,"

customers, a favorite pasttime 


of Carl Sides was to sit on his 
bench with his long-visored cap 
atop his head He was a favorite 
subject of tourist camera 
enthusiasts who would ask Carl 
to post' as he glanced out onto 
the street and across to the 
Santa Ynez Valiev Grange Hall 
The Grange Hall is a very 
special place for Carl Sides He 
is one of those who helped build 
and develop it and he has long 
been an officer and member of 
the farm organization 
Carl Sides hasn t said good­ 
by forever to Ix>s Olivos or his 
store 
He plans to return 
periodically with his sister and 
brother in law to straighten out 
a "few last minute things'' at 
the store and prepare it for its 
probable takeover by his 
nephew William I) Watson, of 
Reno, a son of Mrs Young

America from Verbum Dei of 
Los Angeles averaged only 5G 
minutes in his first 17 games. 
Now he's starting and splitting 
time with Drollinger 
Greenwood and the Bruins 
will h«» back at Pauley Pavilion 
this week for the W est 
Regionals 
They’re scheduled 
to face West Coast Athletic 
Conference champion Pepper- 
dme Thursday night. 
The winner of that game — 
presumably UCLA — will meet 
the victor of the Nevada-Las 
Vegas-Arizona contest 
pre­ 
sumably Las Vegas — Saturday 
for the right to go to the 
NCAA's final round of four at 
Philadelphia 
We can win it all again.” 
Greenwood stated confidently 
* We're capable In fact. I don’t 
think there s a team that can 
stop us if we play our game. 
That includes Indiana and 
Marquette 


“ I know Indiana heat us by 20 
points before but they played 
out of their minds to prove a 
point Believe me. if Marquette 
doesn’t beat them in their 
regional, we will in Philadel­ 
phia “ 
Greenwood talks quietly and 
candidly He mav sound like a 


popoff but he isn’t. He just 
sincerely believes in himself 
and the Bruins. He’s never been 
afraid of competition 
Ironically, he would be play­ 
ing for Nevada-Las Vegas now 
if John Wooden had remained at 
UCLA It was nothing personal 
It was just that Wooden liked to 
break in his freshmen slowly. 
Greenwood felt he wouldn’t 
have a chance to start for 
Wooden For Gene Bartow, yes 
“ I came to UCLA to start.” 
he said flatly. “ I honestly 
believe if you’re good enough to 
start, you should start A coach 
shouldn't look at you and ar­ 
bitrarily say you’re not old 
enough 
“But a lot of coaches feel 
they should start seniors over 
freshmen just because the 
seniors have paid their dues 
Well. I think this is wrong and 
that just creates a difficult 
situation on teams.” 
Against Pepperdine. Green­ 
wood will be matched against 6- 
10 Brazilian Marcos Leite. who 
poured in 34 points in an 87-77 
first-round triumph over Mem­ 
phis State.

Pipeline 
cost 
soars 


WASHINGTON - The cost of building 
the Alaskan pipeline has soared so far 
beyond estimates that it may add 
millions to the price Americans must 
pay for petroleum products 
Back in 1969. when the pipeline was 
proposed, the oil companies informed 
the public that it could cost only $900 
million 
These com­ 
panies formed a giant 
consortium called the 
Alyeska Pipeline Co,. 
to lav the 800-mile oil 
conduit 
Alyeska now es­ 
timates it will cost 
$5 7 billion to com­ 
plete the project 
That’s a whopping six 
times the original es­ 
timate 
But sources close to 
the project now tell us 
the final construction cost may top $10 
billion Staggering waste, thefts and un­ 
ion featherbedding, according to our 
sources, have sent the costs into orbit 
The scandalous cost overruns simply 
will be added to the price that the oil 
companies will charge for Alaskan oil 
Some experts already estimate that the 
price will hit $14 a barrel 
Congress will set the final figure, but it 
will be guided bv President Ford s 
recommendation He will depend heavily 
on the Federal Knergy Administration. 
which will conduct a study to determine 
a fair price for Alaskan crude In the 
past both th** President and Congress 
has listened sympathetically to the oil in­ 
dustry's hard luck stories 
Footnote An Alyeska spokesman told 
us the company exp*»cts to hold the cost 
to the $5 7 billion estimate He claimed 
increasing efficiency will bring price 
stabilization He blamed environmental 
lifeguards and skyrocketing inflation 
for the cost increases
